The following statement is issued hy the Foreign Office :— : 
The use of a neutral flag is, with certain limitations, well established in’ - 

practice aa a rusecde guerre. The only effect, in the case of merchantmen, of 

wearing a flag other than her national flag is th compel the enemy to follow 

ordinary obligations of naval warfare, and to satisfy himself as:to the nationality” 
of o vessel and the character of her cargo by examination before capturing her‘ 
and taking her-into-the-Prize Court for adjudication. . The Britiah Government... 
has always considered the nse of British colours by'a foreign. vessel legitimate : 
for the purpose of escaping capture. Such practice ie not only no breach of: 

International Law, but is‘specifially recognised by the law of this country. : 
In tha. Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, it is enacted as follows :-—" If a per- 

son uses the British flag and asaumes a British national character on board a- 

ship owned ‘in whole, or in part, hy any persons not qualified to own a Britiah ; 

ship, for the purpose of ‘making the ship appear to ba a British’ ship, the ship 
shall le subject to forfeiture under this Act, unless such assumption has: been 
made for the purpose of escaping capture hy sin enemy, or by a foreign ship of | 
war in exercise of some belligerent right.” And, im the inatructiona to British 
consuls for 1914, it is stated:—'\A ship is liable to capture if the British 
character is improperly assumed, except for purpose of er~.ping capture.” ..
